The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1-3 and 6-8. 

For independent claims 1 and 6, the prior art of record does not disclose or clearly 
suggest a reflective warning and locating collar or a fire hydrant having said collar wherein said 
collar comprises a support member having an elongated flexible web with flanges having 
inwardly turned second flanges defining a,channel, a reflective member comprises a web slidably 
received in said channel, said support and reflective members having first and second ends 
having a plurality of alignable apertures for receipt of fastening means so as to permit the 
members to be circumscribably engaged to form said collar in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the respective claim. 

Claims 2 and 3 are allowed due to their dependency on allowed claim 1 . 

Claims 7 and 8 are allowed due to their dependency on allowed claim 6.
